General provisiems Section: 

"The provlsiono of this chapter shall not he construed 
as restrict^ag or limiting the gath^ing, ccrrelatlon, 
evaluation, and cocmunication of infora^tion concerning 
the atomic energy programs of other nations as authorized 
hy the heads of the Government agencies perforaing intel- 
ligence activities."
